NATIONAL LAWS NEEDED 


Vexing Problem Increases 
as Highway Extension 
Continues 


By HORACE FINE 
(Automobile Editor of The Register) 
W hy should private property own­ 
ers m aintain paved roads or streets 
in front of th eir properties to be used 
and w recked by parties or firms en­ 
gaged in com m ercial trucking? 
The question is still unsolved. 
A num ber of R egister readers have 
expressed th eir view s on the subject 
in the past few weeks. 
The sugges­ 
tions for control of the growing evil 
have been good. 
The subject m ight 
be discussed ad infinitum, and still 
it would n ot be solved. 
Its solution 
will come 
only 
through 
action— and 
th at 
concrete 
action 
m ust be through the enactm ent of 
laws governing the loading and rout­ 
ing of heavy traffic. 
It is up to the sta te legislature to 
enact such law s for this state, and it 
is up to the legislatures of all states 
having 
paved 
roads 
within 
their 
boundaries. 
It ilso is up to th e na­ 
tional congress and there alone, in 
my opinion, rests 
solution 
of 
the 
problem in a m anner th at will be 
perm anent, effective and satisfactory. 
Urges National Laws. 
State law s, of course, could control 
the situation locally, but as to that, 
the sam e condition obtains th ere as 
it does w hen attem pts are m ade to 
enact effective law s 
by 
counties. 
Trucking is intercounty 
and 
in ter­ 
state and for th at reason there should 
be national law s governing th e op­ 
eration of the traffic. 
It will come to this In tim e, for 
the problem is one th a t is vexing au­ 
thorities in m any states and the num ­ 
ber of states in w hich the situation 
will develop is increasing as expan­ 
sion of the paved highw ays of the 
country continues. 
M aintenance of highw ays for mo­ 
tor trucks and passenger tran sp o rta­ 
tion com panies should not be entirely 
at the expense of the general pub­ 
lic or property owners. 
Those who 
derive profit by 
the 
operation 
of 
transportation lines should be m ade 
to pay a tax of some kind to be de­ 
voted to m aintenance and building 
of roads. 
Operators Make Profit. 
It should not be an obligation of 
the property owners. 
It is tru e th a t 
the trucks and m otor busses provide 
a public service th at is valuable. 
It 
is true th a t the service rendered en­ 
hances the value of property along 
the Voutes of travel. 
But the operators are m aking a di­ 
rect profit and w ithout the expense 
of m aintaining highw ays over which 
their equipm ent operates. 
C ertainly 
they should be m ade to give up a 
portion of th eir profits in support 
of the avenues of travel th at m ake 
it possible for them to m ake their 
profits.

Keep Your Tires Pumped 
Up Even On Hottest Day 


W hat effect has sum m er h eat on tires? 
T ire dealers, particularly those who m aintain an a ir service for 
pum ping up tires, say th a t they have g reat difficulty in convincing 
autom obile drivers th at they should keep the pressure in th eir tires to 
the point recom m ended for the tire in use. 
The schedule in inflation is 
tw enty pounds to the inch—that, is, a three-inch tire should he pumped 
to sixty pounds and so on through all the sizes, w ith the exception of 
cords. 
“Experience shows th a t the m ost of the heat generated in a tire 
comes from the inside of the tire and is due to friction and constant 
flecking,” says H erbert O. Davis, secretary-m anager 
of 
the 
O range 
County Automobile T rades association. 
“The am ount of this h eat in­ 
creases w ith underinflation. 
“A test made on a five-inch cord tire run at thirty m iles an hour 
for two hours at the standard seventy pounds a ir pressure, w ith the 
tem perature of the air 62.2 degrees Fahrenheit, increased the tem pera­ 
ture of the tire to only 75 degrees; for 23 degrees increase in tem pera­ 
ture the pressure increased only five pounds. 
“To obtain an increase of fifteen pounds pressure it w oald be 
necessary to have a tem perature increase to seventy degrees over 
normal. 
This, of course, is im probable and clearly proves th a t the 
m otorist has little to fear from increased tem perature. 
“O ther tests have shown th at it is possible to double this increase 
in tem perature by cutting the norm al Inflation pressure in half. 
This 
is due to an increase in internal friction caused by running the tire soft. 
“Radiation, of course, carries off a certain portion of surplus heat. 
This is easily seen in the fact th a t th e tire suddenly stopped is cooler 
on the outside than on the inside. 
Revolving through the a ir cools a 
tire, though up to a certain point h eat is generated faster than it can 
be thrown off. 
“By reducing pressures, the increased flexing of the tire creates the 
very condition which the car ow ner w ishes to guard against. 
It is un­ 
der inflation even during the h o ttest days th at ruins more tires than 
any other cause. 
Recom m ended pressures are safe even during the 
hottest days of the sum m er. 
The m otorist can well afford the tim e needed to gauge the air 
pressure in his tires for the sake of greatly increased m ileage.”

PROTECTING THE HIGHWAYS 


Motor truck legislation designed to protect 
highways against overloading constituted the 
dominant feature in a number of state legislatures 
in the last four or five months. 
In Ohio one of the bitterest legislative fights 
of the session was held over the Burke act. 
This measure was opposed by commercial truck­ 
ing interests and while the governor ventured 
the suggestion that its terms were too severe, 
nevertheless he signd the bill when literally thous- 
ij ands of messages were sent to him asking for its 
ii approval. 
Motorists in Ohio who favored this 
ll bill insisted that trucks were largely unregulated 
and the small tax they paid did not recompense 
ll for the damage done. 
Under the Burke act, violators are fined un- 


II der local order where they can be taken immed- 
li lately to court 
Otherwise, overloaded trucks 
' are ordered off the highways. 
So popular is this 
measure that it is said there will be literally thous­ 
ands of volunteers to see that the statute is 
obeyed. 
In Wisconsin the outstanding feature of a 
bill to regulate truck traffic is found in a pro- 
posed classification of roads under three heads, 
jj 
Cass A are high type roads and the load 
limit is placed at twelve tons. 
California’s load 
;; limit is fifteen tons. 
For Class B the load limit is seven tons and 
ll for Class C, three and one half tons. 
Classification of roads is determined by the 
Wisconsin highway commission for the state 
highway system and by local authorities for loc­ 
al roads. 
In Maryland, if a truck load exceeds the 
wright allowed under the statute, which is ten 
ton grossweight of vehicle and load, the driver 
is forced to unload the excess weight at once and 
leave the 
excess weight 
by the roadside or 
wherever he may be when the traffic officers 
discover the overweight. 
Through the use of loadometers, the neces­ 
sity of taking a truck to a stationary scale is 
avoided. 
The tendency everywhere excepting in Cali­ 
fornia is to reduce the load limits. 
C alifornia's 
legislature adjourned without changing the limit 
for the highways of the state, 30.000 pounds. 
Orange county has an ordinance of its own fix- 
it ing a,load limit of 23.000 pounds. 
If one may judge by the rapidity with which 
trucking is destroying the paved highways of the 
county, the load limit here ought to be greatly 
reduced. 
, 
An ordinance with reduced load limits, the 
! Maryland method of making drivers throw off 
! the excess load beside the road, the Ohio method 
of taking drivers into court immediately, coupled 
i with some of Judge Cox’s well known jail sen- 
j tences, ought to lie put into widespread use in 
this county immediately.

Alcoholic drinks have been outlawed because 
i public sentiment is against them. 
Evasion of 
the liquor laws is the practice of a small minority. 
Local prohibition had been voted in the greater 
part of the country before the prohibition amend- 
; mcnt was adopted, and so well is the public at­ 
titude known that there is hardly a state where 
opponents of prohibition still dare to suggest a 
j popular vote on the subject.

His Tribute to Boyhood 
---------------------- Long Beach Pres* 
A picturesque incident of President Harding’s 
Fourth of July was his christening of a row-boat 
made by a nine-year old boy—son of Senator Freling- 
huysen, of New Jersey, at whose home the president 
was a guest. 
This typical American boy planned 
and built the boat, nine feet over all. 
In christening 
the little craft President Harding entered earnestly 
and whole-heartedly into the boy spirit. To have 
done otherwise would have made the whole proceed­ 
ing a mockery. 
For boys are not to be fooled by 
insincerity, half-heartedness or affectation. 
The 
man who would win the heart of a boy must be able 
and willing and eager to project himself, in feeling, 
impulse and viewpoint, into the realm of boyhood. 
This President Harding did. And his little one- 
sentence christening speech was a fine tribute to the 
ingenuity, enterprise and aspirations of the American 
boy; for he made the christening “as a tribute to 
American boyhood, who build castles in the air, who 
build boats and whose achievements in the future 
will build this country. 
The boy dreamer; the boy achiever; the boy pa­ 
triot developed to adulthood and citizenship—these 
were comprehended in the presidential speech. Boys 
should have their time for building castles in the air; 
indeed, they never should wholly grow out of this 
castle-building 
For any man and every man does 
better and accomplishes more if he has dreams—if 
he persists in rearing magnificent dream-casties in 
the insubstantial air. 
But this form of building nev­ 
er should supplant real constructiveness—the ideal, 
the visional, should supplement and inspire the real 
achievement. 
The dream should he a means to the 
end, not the end itself.

New York’s Wet Parade 
Fresno Republican 
The Wets say that they got “over 100,000 persons’’ 
in line for the anti-prohibition demonstration in New 
York. 
The Drys say they employed accountants and 
adding machines and kept a careful check on the 
parade, and that there were actually 14,922 in line, 
including 922 bandsmen and 24 police. 
There is not as great a discrepancy in this as one 
might think. 
Seeing that the Wets were going on 
the pledges to march that they had secured, and the 
Drys were going on their checking machines, there 
were probably nothing like as many as 100,000 in 
line, although probably some more than the 15,000. 
The important thing is that in the largest city In 
the United States, with a population of some seven 
millions, there were secured by personal solicitation 
for signatures only some 200,000 to agree to march, 
and that enthusiasts can only claim about 100,000 
having marched. The very sport of the thing would 
get many thousands to march. 
The instinct “to he 
a doing” would get many thousands more. 
In a city 
like New York, where the traffic in bonded and 
illicit liquors is still continuing almost without re­ 
pression, there are tens of thousands of men and 
women still who figure that they would have a finan­ 
cial advantage in the repeal of the prohibition law. 
To have only 100,000 men in a public demonstra­ 
tion for liquor would be a defeat for liquor in New 
York. 
And to have only 14,922 is an indication of a 
freeze-out. 
It is notorious that in large cities, the forces that 
work together to resist a reformative, police control 
law, like the Volstead act, are much more successful 
than in the smaller cities and the rural districts. 
This does not mean that the evils of liquor are any 
less in cities than in rural communities—in fact 
they are greater—but it does show that centers of 
disaffection against measure^ of good public policy 
there longer resist the police power of the govern­ 
ment. 
Considering the relation of New York to the 
rest of the country, therefore, the trivial showing 
made by the W ets in the New York parade is very 
gratifying.

The steadfast manner in which County As­ 
sessor James Sleeper has handled the assess­ 
ments of oil properties in this state is a matter 
of”general satisfaction throughout this county.
